Anew: Vienna

Vienna 

One the world’s oldest mo- 
torcars has just come out the 
Vienna Technological Museum 
and has been strolling along the 
streets Vienna under its own 
power. 

Strolling seems the apt word, 
for got extremely out breath 
when driven more than five 
miles hour, though when 
first was built 1875, raced 
along seven miles hour. 

Its first trip that year was 
also its last for many years. Its 
inventor, Siegfried Marcus, drove 
Klosterneuburg, seven miles 
from Vienna. 

There policeman sternly or- 
dered him take back the 
stable—the word garage had not 
been invented the ground 
that made too much noise. 

Which was unfair. 

Noise Gag Just Big Noise? 

certainly had and still has 
fronclad wooden wheels. But 
had all Vienna’s horse-drawn 
vehicles those days. Judging 
the noise the car makes now, 
years later, the audikle difference 
between and 1875 cab would 
not have been great.
